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Editorial Visits. 


At Natividad we were in the large 
Salinas valley—a fine, rich, extensive 
region of good farming land. From 
the north, far away, open to the ocean’s 
waste of Waters, the splendid valley 
comes up, and by, southward, between 
two high, varied, rolling ranges of 
mountains, on the east and west, some 
fourteen miles apart, at first gradually 
nearing each other for ninety miles. 
There they apparently mingle, yet real- 
ly céntinue distinct seventy miles fur- 
ther, with all varieties of spurs, ridges, 
hills, valleys and water-sheds, all pour- 
ing their streams into the Salinas river. 

From the early settlement of Califor- 

nia, little attention was directed to this 
fine region, so that lands were held at 
only from one to three dollars the acre. 
But within a year past, a change has 
taken place; so that the same lands are 
now held at from twelve to thirty dol- 
lars the acre. As yet, the population is 
very much scattered by large ranches, 
some with a thousand acres in a field, 
others with hundreds separating the 
families, so that there are few school 
houses and no churches. The winds 
from the ocean blow cool and strong up 
this valley during summer, and none of 
the more delicate fruits can be grown; 
but all other productions thrive in great 
abundance. 

But here the stage passed late in the 
evening to the south, and we could, the 
rest of the way, see but indistinctly the 
features of the country till morning 
broke. All night the lively horses bore 
our coach rapidly onward, rolling over 
a level, good road. With the early 
chirping of the awakened birds, we re- 
sumed our seat with the driver, and 
watched the opening of a glorious day, 
spreading over as magnificent a country 
as the eye could choose to look upon. 
Far back we could, perhaps, just see 
that point in the distant horizon, to the 
north, which we had seen the evening 
before, in the south. The near moun- 
tain range on the east lay stretching far 
away, along the edge of the valley, 
broken into endlessly varied hills, all 
smoothed by time, and covered to the 
tops with grass. Occasional trees, or 
small strips of trees, pleasingly diversi- 
fied the view, while wild flowers of ev- 
ery color carpeted the surface in beauty. 
On the wést, an equally high range ap- 
peared, more broken, rugged and dark- 
ened with forest trees or chapparel 
brush, presenting the higher peaks en- 
circled here and there with clouds; or 
else along their lower openings, the 
remnants of vast ocean fogs beyond, 
could be seen just timidly pouring over 
to be quickly dissolved into thin air. 
The valley might be a mile wide, still 
narrowing gradually to a quarter of a 
mile. The soil here was poorer than 
further down, but the hand of the dili- 
gent could yet make it flourish as a gar- 
den. It consisted of the finest sand 
and clay—dry and covered with bunch- 
grass, but no house was in sight for 
miles. About nine o’clock, we break- 
fasted at an old adobe house, where an 
American family lived, and where all 
little store knick-nacks were sold, with a 
plenty, also, of liquors to those who 
should call for them—but they felt too 
Poor to subscribe for newspapers. 

Away, again, we were whirled up over 
the first rise of a hill—we had found a 
small mountain pass across a spur jut- 
ting far out to the east and bending the 
river, with its neat little valley, before 
it. We soon descended again into a 
small and most beautiful valley, bend- 


ing and winding among wooded and 


grassy hills—a branch of a larger, rich 
valley, ealled San Antonio, from its 
river of the same name. This is the 
principal branch of the Salinas, coming 
in from the west, and, like that river, 


flowing shallow over a wide sandy bed, | 


ver rapidly wearing away its banks, 
and changing its channel in high floods. 
The people are few and far apart—once 
in four miles we may have seen a house. 
Even cattle were scarce, though a vast 
farming population might sustain itself 
in this region. Still the soil at present 
a rich enough to invite immigra- 

on. 

Passing another branch, called the 
Nacimiento, on which are one or two

First Pure, then Peaceable—without 
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good farms, we again came into the val- 
ley proper of the Salinas, a little below 
the old Mission of San Miguel. We 
could not stop to visit it, but as we 
passed the old ruins, we cvuld not but 
wonder at the extensive works of these 
old padres. We have visited many such 
in California, and tind them all of one 
very uniform plan, so that a fair ac- 
count of one will do well, with slight 
modifications, for all. At another time 
we propose to give this. 

A few miles beyond San Miguel, are 
the famed hot springs of Paso Robles, 
situated in a fine, rolling, grassy and 
wooded region, and much resorted to in 
summer, particularly by rheumatic pa- 
tients. After passing here ten or fifteen 
miles, we commenced to enter an in- 
creasingly rich region, till, getting into 
the vicinity of another old mission, call- 
ed Santa Marguarita, the large fields of 
barley and grass looked equal to any 
we ever saw in the world. Great num- 
bers of cattle and horses were roaming 
over the uncultivated portichs of the 
ranch. Thousands of good people 
might live where these dumb: brutes 
roam; but, no, the hand of one man is 
laid upon tens of square miles of land, 
and he luxuriates in the possession of 
herds of beasts, aservant and a slave to 
animals, rather than an associate of men, 
and a co-laborer with them in all of civ- 
ilized and intelligent life. From this 
region we ascended up a romantic pass 
over the range of mountains, and down 
to the west, about fifteen miles to the 
first fairly inhabited place, an old Cali- 
fornia town, called San Luis Obispo. 

This town is situated eight or nine 
miles from the ocean, in a romantic re- 
gion of varied ranges, isolated moun- 
tains, single buttes, and beautiful val- 
leys. Nearly the whole surface is cov- 
ered with grass and wild oats. But 
some of the higher ridges to the east 
have forest summits; some mountain 
sides are spotted with single, wide- 
spreading oaks, and some of the steep 
buttes are tipped out with rugged, bro- 
ken granite rocks. The valley lands, 
for about five miles square, used to be 
held as mission lands, which, as they 
were sequestrated by the Mexican gov- 
ernment, became the property of the 
United States, and then were open to 


)pre-emption by settlers. On this ac- 


count, the region around this old town, 
in place of being kept for wild cattle, 
has been taken up by a thriving popu- 
lation of Americans. It is only lately 
that these lands were thus taken pos- 
session of, and much of the region is 
yet uninclosed; but the right commence- 


ment has been made, and, as fhe farm- 


ers acquire the means, they will im- 
prove, till the fields shall flourish as a 
garden. We visited their public school, 
taught by a worthy man from New 
York, and enjoyed the view of such a 
company, mostly of native youth, be- 
coming imbued with true American 
views. Lately, a newspaper, called the 
San Luis Obispo Times, has been com- 
menced by a well-appearing young 
printer, Mr. Vickers, who seems judi- 
ciously wielding the power of the press 
for good through the county. An Epis- 
copal minister is located in the place, 
earnestly laboring to build up a Protes- 
tant church, in which effort we would 
wish him great success. Also, a Meth- 
odist minister, once in three weeks, 
comes twenty miles from the northwest 
here to hold worship with the people. 
These pioneer ministers have a great 
work to do, with little encouragement, 
and among only a few hearers at pres- 
ent; but they will yet reap, if they faint 
not. Only a little land is anywhere 
here for sale, at any price, and that ex- 
ceedingly dear—from fifteen to twenty- 
five and thirty dollars the acre. One 
large ranch, some six miles toward the 
ocean, is being surveyed, in order to 
offer it for sale. — 5S. V. 


Our Boston Letter. 

, Dear Pactric: You have probably had 
some report of the Triennial Festival of 
the Handel and Haydn Society, which 
occupied the whole of. the last week, 
and has just come to an end. In the 
eyes of those who love music, it merits 
an extended notice, and there are such 
among your readers. The festival is 


called the jirst triennial. In fact, it is 
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the second, a first having been held 
three years ago, experimentally. It is 
now designed to follow the example of 
the musical societies of Manchester and 
Birmingham, England, and of some of 
the Rhine cities, and establish these 
triennial Handel and Haydn festivals 
in Boston. That just closed has been 
an immense success—musically it has 
surpassed expectation, and although the 
tickets have been held at the high price 
of $2 50 to $1 50, the Music Hall has 
been crowded from first to last. In the 
first place, there is no such hall on this 
continent, for the holding of such a fes- 
tival, as the Boston Music Hall, and 
nothing superior to it anywhere. The 
stage was brought forward so as to cov- 
er five ranges of front seats, to make 
room for the chorus and orchestra. The 
chorus, numbering, in all parts, seven 
hundred and forty-seven singers, male 
and female, were disposed in rising and 
sweeping seats to the right and left of 
the organ. They ascended gradually, 
so as to fill the second balcony with a 
portion of the tenor on the left, and 
with a portion of the bass on tke right. 
The orchestra of one hundred and fif- 
teen pieces, filled the center in front of 
the great organ. The chorus was se- 
lected with great care. They had diffi- 
cult music to perform, and their success 
in it both proves how well they were 
drilled and how carefully they were se- 
lected. In the orchestra I noticed the 
prominent musicians of the country— 
some of them composers. The Boston- 
ians held the first places, but New York 
and Brooklyn furnished the best they 
had. The front of the stage was grace- 
fully festooned in white and scarlet (at 
least, this was the gas-light effect; by 
day-light, it was a shade different). The 
coup d’ceil of the whole was truly grand 
when the great hall was full, packed to 
the second balcony ranges. The scenic 
effect of the chorus, grouped like two 


gorgeous swarms of bees around the 


organ, was very fine. The great audi- 
ence seemed to stream up from the floor 


below, and press up against the stage, to 


divide there into two great masses, 
which flowed to the right and to the 
left, and which, rising still higher, at 
length mounted to one balcony after 
another, and filled them with its living 
stream. 

The soloists wege as good as could be 
obtained. The great point of such ex- 
hibitions is always the soloists and es- 
pecially the tenors. The Handel and 
Haydn managers are to be congratulat- 
ed for the measure of success they had. 
The expense of music on ten such con- 
certs was, of course, enormous; but it 
was guaranteed by a subscription fund 
of nearly $50,000. 


The festival opened on Tuesday, May 
5th, at 11 a.m., with Martin Luther’s 
choral ‘‘EKine feste Burg ist unser Gott,” 
which was given in full chorus, orches- 
tra, singers and organ. The whole 
mighty chorus struck the first note in 
absolute time with perfect precision and 
in full volume. The instant Zerrahn’s 
baton moved, the song swelled out—it 
is impossible to describe with what ef- 
fect. Forafew moments your listen- 
ing correspondent struggled in the 
overpowering stream, doubtful whither 
it would bear him. Finer music—mu- 
sically, far finer followed—but as a mat- 
ter of effect, it is doubtful whether mu- 
sic has ever before reached the point of 
that grand opening burst of choral song. 
It was like what we may imagine to be 
the song of the one hundred and forty 
and four thousand on high. It is im- 
possible in one letter to follow the fes- 
tival through the ten performances 
which so nobly resounded through the 
week. The great musical triumph of 
the whole was the ninth symphony of 
Beethoven, on Friday afternoon. The 
difficulties of this composition are enor- 
mous, and musical men, knowing it was 
to be attempted, came in trembling lest 
it should fail. Zerrahn, the Director, 
was very anxious, but very cool. He 
told the choruses that he trusted them, 
and bade them watch the baton. The 
whole body appeared perfectly aware of 
the immense undertaking before them, 
and they rose beyond al} expectation to 
the performance. The orchestra was 
fine, very fine, but the cantate was sub- 


lime. Carl Rosa, who sat

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balcony, first said: ‘‘ Never heard bet- 
ter;” and at last rose to his feet, crying: 
‘* Bravo, never so good, in my life.” 
The great popular triumph of the 
whole was the piano concert of Miss 
Alide Zopp, on Wednesday afternoon. 
She is a pupil of Van Bulow, and this, 
her first appearance in this country, has 


been a wonderful success. It is doubt- 


ful whether any pianist we have heard, 
equalled her marvelous execution on 
Wednesday. Her Saturday concert, 
though fine, was not so marvelous.

Our New York Letter. 
Brooxiyn, May 9, 1868. 
Messrs. Eprrors:—The subject that 
is uppermost in the minds of most per- 
sons; at the present time, is doubtless 
impeachment; and yet, considering that 
this is the first case of the kind in the 
history of our government, the calmness 
of people is almost amazing. A stranger 
would put it down as absolute indiffer- 
ence, <A better explanation is to be 
found in the fact, that such a change is 
of far less importance here than in Eu- 
rope. The interests of the nation are 
not in the hands of one man, but virtu- 
ally in the hands of the people. They 
are the source of power, and if those 


whom they elevate to places-of trust do 


not tepresent them, a safe and certain 
remedy is within their reach. Specula- 
tion;upon the result of the trial would 
at present be entirely useless. Various 
conflicting rumors are flying through 
the air; but long before this reaches 
you, the telegraph will have informed 
you of the result. 

Astranger in New York for the last 
few days would see or hear but little to 
remind him that this is anniversary 
weék; and yet, the morning papers tell 
us that such is the fact. Some of the 
sogieties are trying to celebrate it in 
the usual way, but the speakers are 
few, the audiences are thin, and the en- 
thusiasm is feeble. These annual gath- 
erings served a good purpose for a time, 
but a different kind of stimulus is need- 
ed now. But very few of the larger 
societies will appear before the public 
in this way hereafter. 

One of the most noticeable gather- 
ings of the week has been that of the 
Liberal Christian Union. This is an 
organization made up mostly of Uni- 
tarians and Universalists, although ad- 
mitting already some avowed Atheists 
and Pantheists, and designed to pro- 
mote a union among the so-called 
‘‘liberal” school of religionists. A part 
of their plan is to open free reading 
rooms, one of which is in operation in 
this city, well furnished with their vari- 
ous publications, some of which are 
positively infidel in their tendency. The 
first meeting was held in Dr. Osgood’s 
new church in Thirty-fourth street. 
He addressed the audience at some 
length, and in.the course of his re- 
marks admitted that New York was not 
so favorable a place for the progress of 
liberal christianity as Boston. In the 
former city the tendency was to old 
church systems, or to no religion at all. 
One speaker opposed the introduction 
of a liturgical service. He thought the; 
general sentiment of the people was 
opposed to it, A clergyman from Eng- 
land gave some account of the progress 
of liberal sentiments in that country. 
Among other things he said, that the 
best Unitarian missionary was the steam- 
engine. The spirit that characterized 
these meetings is another evidence of 
the direction in which Unitarianism is 
drifting. Some surprise has been ex- 
pressed at the course of a Congrega- 
tional minister of Poughkeepsie; in thig 
state, Rev. J. L. Corning, who has ree- 
ently exchanged pulpits with several 
Universalist ministers. Subsequently 
he asked for an exchange from one of 
the leading Congregational clergymen 
of this city. His request was declined. 
He has recently published: a sermon, 
in which he uses such language as this, 
‘that no words can express his admira- 
tion for such ministers as Robertson, 
Martineau, Maurice, Parker and Schen- 
kel.” Itis very diffieult to seohowa 
Minister can use such language, and 
yet preach a pure gospel. And the

The politicians by profession have 
hardly been able to contain their burn- 
ing souls at all.

The Republicans 
are in two factions—the rank and file 
who desired and demanded above all 
things the deposition of the President, 
and certain influential managers with a 
handful of conservative adherents, who 
for reasons best known to themselves— 
reasons certainly not by any means made 
‘public—support the seven Republican 
Senators who deliberately defy all party 
control. 

‘The Democrats of course rejoice in 
the dissensions of their enemies, and 
for the best of reasons; but are distress- 
ingly embarrased nevertheless with bit- 
ter feuds in their own camp.

Resolutions of the State Sunday School 
Convention. 


1. Resolved, that we recognize in the 
institution of the Sabbath school one 
of the most blessed and efficient instru- 
mentalities under God for promoting 
early religious culture, whereby our 
children may be ‘“planted in the house 
of the Lord, and may flourish in the 
courts of our God;” and that the press- 
ing claims of the present, and the fore- 
shadowing responsibilities of the future, 
demand in this direction united, zeal- 
ous, and intelligent, effort on the part 
of all who love our Lord Jesus Christ: 


2. Resolved, that we deem the object 
of the Sabbath school to be the early 
conversion and subsequent training of 


the children; and hold, that that object 


should be kept specifically in view, in 
all the arrangements, exercises, and 
teachings of the school, and that the 
Sabbath schools which fail of this, fail 
of their christian purpose. | 

3. Resolved, that the habit of attend- 
irg public worship is necessary to the 
welfare of all persons; and that such 
habit, unless formed in childhood, is 
rarely ever formed. We, therefore, re- 
gard the practice of making Sabbath 
schools a substitute for attending church 
as one fatal to the true interests of the 
community, and especially to the young;

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One word suggests another, and a 
reply will seldom be so final as not to 
admit of being replied to. In Tue Pa- 
crric, for May 21st, ‘‘C. M.” offers several 
objections to my speculation about the 
relation of the atonement to the future 
of the universe. The objections do not 
hold the ground they claim, in my judg- 
ment, for one or two reasons. - 

First—The opinion that this world is 
the only one as yet inhabited is not dis- 
proved by reference to the starry won- 
ders of astronomy; for all the positive 
knowledge we have of the shining bo- 
dies in space goes to show that they are 
but gaseous spheres—brilliant, indeed, 
but insubstantial, and entirely unfitted 
to maintain inhabitants. This is what 
our present actual knowledge hints at, 
and all figures of distances, however 
overwhelming, have really no bearing 
on the question. The bodies farthest 
off are the least dense—only the planets 
in our immediate neighborhood approx- 
imating’to the solid condition of our 
globe. 

Second—‘‘The threat and premonition 
of evil did not restrain innocent man in 
paradise.” But the argument urged by 
me was, that these new Adams and Eves 
would not only be innocent, but also 
have what amounts to a full experience 
and complete knowledge of good and 
evil—the conditions of the contest being 
thereby so changed, that Satan could 
not succeed with them, as he did with 
our ancestors. The appended objec- 
tion, that the history of evil has now 
little effect on the race, in inducing re- 
pentance, and restraining from sin, 
overlooks the fact that moral questions 
are as yet but problems with us, whereas 
in the time supposed they will be fully 
solved; and the other fact, that man- 
kind are naturally depraved, and do not 
now begin their individual lives in a 
state of innocence, whereas these new 


races will have no tendency to dis-/! 


obedience. 

Third—It is too late, in the history 
of moral beings, to set aside the value 
of knowledge founded on experi- 
ence of others. Already it/has . been 
abundantly shown, that the good lives 
of men tell on the \characte¥ and lives 
of many who come long after them; 
and if this is so in a world where the 
smoke of battle wraps all in confusion, 
it will be more emphatically true when 
the issue is determined, and the forces 
of evil are put to complete and inglori- 
ous rout. 

‘**The things the angels desire to look 
into are, or were, likely, the relation of 
the atonement to moral evil.” Exactly; | 
and, therefore, I regard it a very good 
text in support of the theory advanced 
by me, which concerns the relation of 
the atonement to moral evil, on its wid- 
est grounds.

To Immigrants. 


Camp McDowe tt, A. T., 
May 14, 1868. 


Eprror Paciric:—This post is situated 
in about latitude 33, 40 north, longitude 
111, 40 west, and is not far from the 
center of the Territory of Arizona. It 
is likely that most of the effective troops 
now here will ere long be sent 75 miles 
further to the East, nearer to the heart 
of the wildest Indian country. 

I am often asked as to the induce- 
ments for settlers here in Arizona. To 
sOber, industrious, and capable farmers 
and mechanics, I am of the opinion that 


avery good opening now exists here. 
As to gold mines, there may be an abun- 


dance, but I lay all that out of the ques- | ty 


tion. A fine healthy climate is here to 
be found—warm, and free from snow 
in winter, hot in summer, plenty of wa- 
ter and grass, and a fine, fertile svil. I 
mean here, on the Gilg, Salt, Verde, and 
San Pedro rivers, and their affluents. To 
the east there is plenty of timber—oak, 
cedar, juniper, pine and ash abound 


in fertile valleys among the’ mountains 


east.of us. All these are desert now, 
as Eden once was.

shell. A few hundred effective settlers 
—not the whisky-drinking, gambling 
and murdering sort—will do more for 
the pacification of this Territory than 
the millions of dollars spent here 
by the United States for five years past. 
As a matter of economy, then, the gov- 
ernment had better pay $1,000 a year to 
settlers, (the cost of a soldier in the 
field,) and spend $1,000,000 in, this way 
per annum, than to spend yearly one- 
half that sum, as in the past, far a 
military force. In fact, the soldiers 
alone ought not to settle the country, 
or make it the peaceful abode of civil- 
ized men. And the history of coloniza- 
tion, for thousands of years past, and 
in all eountries, proves this.

Gaul and’Great Bri- 
tain, Germany, and Dacia, were sub- 
dued, ‘‘to make a Roman holiday;” and 
God afterwards transplanted, cultivat- 
ed, developed these in time (2,000 years) 
into mighty peoples. In America 
God’s hand has evoked a great people, 
‘*from across the vasty deep,” in scarce- 
ly more than 200 years. In Ari¥ona, 
as in California, to keep the ratio, 20 
years should suffice! 
Can you, then, send to these soli- 
tudes any good working men wo- 
men (maiden or married)?-and with 
them all the elements of refined, pros- 
perous, because christian; society? If 
so, let them come. I do not say, how- 
ever, they should not expect hardships. 
Let them be prepared for the hardest 
sort of these. Yet, they may thrive 
well. The ten northeastern states of 
the Union could send here, to this‘great 
Southwest, ten thousand people, and 
not miss them. But if Dakota,: or 
Montana, or other hyperborean regions, 
will afford more advantages to the hardy 
and industrious, let them, then, by all 
means, resort thither. Of these com- 
parative advantages, north and south— 
between San Diego and Olympia—per- 
haps I am not acompetent judge. God 
hasimportant destinies for both regions, 
I have no reason todoubt. The change 
of policy, as to Indians, seems to be 
stirring up the elements among the na- 
tives recently. Either firm peace, or 
active war, is probably now before us in 
future. And all good men will rejoice 
in all that results in the permanent wel- 
fare of all. Severity is peace. 

At this date the canvass for delegate 
to Congress is progressing very ami- 
cably, I believe. Governor McCormick 
and Hon. John A. Rush, formerly of 
California, are the candidates; and both 
of them, as I have known them for two 


years past, are worthy and excellent 


men. The election is June 3d. There 
is, I am happy to say, no bitterness of 
party strife in the Territory—except in 
newspapers, perhaps. | 

Whenever Arizona has a delegate in 
Congress thoroughly devoted to her 
permanent interests, letting all other 
matters alone, then this country will 
receive an impetus as to railroads, popu- 
lation, industrial pursuits, education, 
and religion, which shall be of amazing 
importance.

Protestantism a Success. 


Protestantism was born the day Lu- 
ther nailed his Theses to the door of the 
castle church. For a time its growth 
was wonderful, and it promised to per- 
vade all Europe. The universal cor-: 
ruption of the Romish church, and the 
disgust of the public mind at its impos- 
tures and immoralities, prepared the 
way for the new religion, while the zeal 
of the Reformers, and the fruits of pie- 
ringing from the new faith, inclined 
multitudes to its reception. The power 
of the Roman Catholic church, rooted 
by an undisputed sway of a thousand 
years, seemed completely broken, and 
one might have predicted the universal 
triumph of a better and more rational 
faith. 

But, as Lord Macaulay has so forci- 
bly stated in his review of Ranke’s His- 
tory of the Popes, the aggressive power 
of Protestantism ended with the life of 
Luther. ‘‘ Fifty years after the Luthe- 
ran se tion, Catholicism could scarce- 
ly maintain itself on the shores of the 


Mediterranean. A hundred years after 
the separation, Protestantism could 
scarcely maintain itself on the shores of 
the Baltic. Nor has Protestantism, in 
the course of two hundred years, been 
able to reconquer es rtion of what 
it then lost.” The decline of Protest- 
ant fervor, and the infusion of new life 
into Romanism by the birth of the Jes- 
uits, turned the tide of success, and no 
great changes have occurred in the re- 
lations of the two powers till the mid- 
dle of the nineteenth century.

Within a very few years, ten at most, 
the Sunday school system has taken a 
decided and vigorous spirit of progress 
unto itself, which has caused its devel- 
opment into an unprecedented condi- 
tion of prosperity. It will be interest- 
ing to take note of the causes of this 
advancement, both for the encourage- 
ment of those schools which have, and 
the inciting of those which have not, 
shared its pleasures. There can be no 
doubt that a large amount of the prac- 
tical success of the system has arisen 
from the natural tendency of the times 
to organized effort; the nsing to influ- 


ential positions of a young generation, 


trained to mutual helpfulness in religi- 
ous work by the generation before them, 
which founded the system, but had not 
yet learned how well they were build- 
ing. This element, so peculiarly a re- 
sult of the modern spirit of popular 
thinking, and combined forces of ac- 
tion, has been sustained and strength- 
ened by the rapid increase of wealth 
and general culture in nearly all com- 
munities, enabling it to undertake ‘‘en- 
terprises of pith and moment,” while 
all the improved paraphernalia of school 
apparatus, the schemes of inciting emu- 
lation among scholars, the schedules of 
marks and honors, the adornment of 
rooms, the scores of useful appliances 
presented and discussed, and ski y 
elaborated at those interesting conven- 
tions called Sunday School Teachers’ 
Institutes—all these excellent adjuvants 
are multiplying and improving on every 
side. 
And yet, to our thinking, there are 
two essential things, without which 
these great advantages would have ac- 
complished not a quarter of the godd 
that has evidently been done, while with 
them them the others might almost be 
spared: and these are intelligent teach- 
ing and spirited singing. And we would 
suggest no excessive use of these, either; 
for some schools, which intensify the 
class-work; and neglect the necessary 
relaxation of music, are severe and fa- 
tiguing to children; while others, in 
which nearly the whole time is spent in 
singing, become frivolous and unin- 
structive. But a teacher who is always 
prompt in attendance, cheerful, and 
genial in bearing, well informed con- 
cerning the text and the meaning of the 
lesson, apt in illustrating good thoughts 
by familiar things, able to receive and 
turn to good account the humor of the 
scholars, whether it be of mirthfulness, 
or thoughtfulness, or feeling; one who 
is wide awake and earnest in interesting 
children on their own plane—such a 
teacher will always have a full, punc- 
tual, and progressive class; and a school 
of such classes will surely be a con- 
tinued success. Yet not by that alone; 
for little folk, even more than their el- 
ders, need that rest, or recreation rather, 
which comes by a variety of exercise. 
And when a-class regretfully hears the 
bell close the lesson, it does not take 
them long to enter, with quite as happy 
a zest, into the hearty singing of a fay- 
orite hymn—two or three of them, in- 
deed—if judiciously kept to about three 
verses. While a class that has yawned 
or stumbled through its lesson, after a 
dull and poorly prepared teacher, long- 
ing for the bell of deliverance, will find 
the songs of Zion quite as irksome, after 
a minute or two, and will still look for- 
ward to a new relief, when their tedio 
duty is over. , 
The personal efforts of earnest and 
interesting teachers, and the frequent 
exercise of the scholars in songs and 
hymns that they love to sing, are the 
two things without which no Sunday 
school can be made to show forth its life 
and power.— Examiner and Chronicle.

Social Results of Wine Drinking. 


The effects of the drinking customs 
of Persia are such as follow the use of 


‘intoxicating liquors in America. The 


evils are great and manifold; not onl 
are they seen and felt, but fully wt 
mitted in the current sentiments of the 
people, and proclaimed in national pro- 
verbs. Even the most strenuous ad- 
vocates of the prevailing practices do 
not, can not, deny the lamentable evils 
that attend and follow these drinking 
customs; they maintain, however, that 
these unhappy consequences arise from 
the immoderate use of an innocent bev- 
erage. There is scarcely a community 
to be found where tif blighting influ- 
ences of intemperance are not seen, in 
families distressed and ruined, proper- 
ties squandered, characters destroyed, 
and lives lost. Cases—not a few—are 
known to me, in which women of es- 
timable character are reduced to extreme 
poverty by the habitual intemperance 
of their husbands. In a prize essay, 
written last year by one of our native 
assistants, the opinion was expressed 
that the injuries to the Nestorian people 
in ipreperty squandered, and in fines 
and imprisonments resulting from their 
habits of wine drinking, greatly out- 
weigh the evils experienced from Mus- 
sulman oppression and outrages.

Such an impres- 
sion has obtained, however, from the 
ease with which it may be crushed and 
pulverized; but it has been found that 
the minute crystals, of which this sub- 
stance is formed, are intensely hard, 
and are even possessed of the remark- 
able property of cutting glass. The 
term ‘‘cutting”’ is used here with a full 
understanding of its meaning, and in 
contradistinction from the process of 
‘‘scratching,” which many other sub- 
stances than the diamond or coke can 
accomplish. The cut produced by a 
crystal of coke, properly manipulated, 
is so clear, clean, and perfect, as, like 
the diamond cut, to exhibit the most 
beautiful prismatic colors, owing to the 
perfectiou of the incision.—Mining and 
Scientific Press.

Commencement.—Last week our re- 
marks anticipated this event, at Oak- 
land. This week it is commemorated. 
Elsewhere is a brief statement of the 
order of exercises, and of the doings. 
A friend has written an account of the 
anniversary of the ‘‘Associated Alumni,” 
which is printed in this paper.. The day 
was heartily and spiritedly observed. 
The weather was favorable, especially 
in the afternoon and evening. The at- 
tendance on all the exercises was larger 
than ever before. The number of ladies 
present has increased, in the recent 
years, faster than that of men. The 
educated men of this city might have 
been there in larger numbers than they 
were. It would have done them good, 
and the cause of liberal learning good, 
had they been there in full ranks. The 
orations of the graduating class were of 
a high order of merit,'and, in the main, 
were correct in thought, sentiment, 
style, and delivery, but not quite unex- 
ceptionable. It were unfair to expect 
perfection. Young men are still young, 
and their youthfulness must be their 
shield from some of the criticisms of 
those who have been tried and seasoned 
through tens of years, since they grad- 
uated, in their own immaturity. The 
graduates of this year are promising 
young men. They have had a good 
training. They have learned how to 
learn, and it remains for them to apply 
themselves, and to develop themselves, 
now they are abroad on the world’s wide 
field. Our sympathies go with them, 
and our best wishes. The Commence- 
ment oration, by a graduate of Yale, in 
the class of 1842, was well received. 
One of its intentions was, to show, in- 
directly, how wide are the observations 
and sympathies of professional men, 
whose particular work seems to some so 
restricted. There is a class of people 
who fancy that college-bred persons 
lose their taste for common people and 
common things. They need to be con- 
vinced that culture takes our minds and 
hearts abroad; so that there is not an 
interest, calling, or pursuit, with which 
they are not, in one way or another, 
familiar, and trying to help along. It 
should be felt that educated men dis- 
like nothing but pretention, humbug- 
gery, injustice, vice, and wrong; and 
are in sympathy with men of toil, on 
land and sea, in field and forest, in 
mine and quarry, in shop and studio, 
and in cloister and commerce. It should 


be felt that they are contributing their 


full quota to the world’s progress, in 
wealth, art, science, philosophy, morals, 
and religion. When the great heart of 
man feels all this, the great common 
heart of the people will beat in fullest 
sympathy with our highest institutions 
of learning. 


James Bucuanan.—The telegraph last 
week announced the death of Ex-Presi- 
dent Buchanan. He died at his home 
at Wheatland, near Lancaster, Pa., at 
the age of 77. The very evening of the 
day the announcement came, each of 
the two gréat political parties fired a 
hundred guns in this city. The fact 
that the veteran statesman had expired 
was not sufficient to overrule the ar- 
rangements for burning powder in hon- 
or of events of a very different character. 
We are surprised that it should have 
been so. We were never admirers of 
Mr. Buchanan as a public man; yet we 
felt that something was due to his mem- 
ory.. We have regretted that his de- 
cease has made so slight an impression 
here... Mr. Buchanan was one of the 
last of the old style of public men. He 
was courtly and polished in his man- 
ners, faultless in his dress, and punctil- 
ious in all his behavior. He had repre- 
sented hisgovernment abroad. He had 
filled its highest offices at home. His 
administration fell on evil times, His 
age and other peculiarities made him 
timid and faltering when he had need 
fo be bold and firm. That washis mis- 
fortune. And he went out of office un- 
der a cloud which was never lifted from 
him. In private life he was th beney- 
olent, dignified, and courteous gentile- 
man. He was never married. He left 
a large estate. Among his legacies is 
one for the poor of Lancaster, who have 
been for many years indebted to -him 
for fuel and other supplies, gratuitously 
furnished. He was always esteemed 
among his neighbors. He inspited 
them with respect and veneration. His 
habits were simple, his tastes refined, 
his morals without reproach. We nev- 
er saw.him. We gather some of these 
facts from those who were born in that

region. We pay his memory this hum- 
ble tribute, now that he has gone over 
to the majority, and sleeps his 
fathers.

bade our personal attendance upon the 
sessions of this convention. We have 
read the reports of the proceedings with 
interest, and we have listened to the 
statements of several who were present, 
and to those of some who participated 
in the exercises, and contributed to the 
success of the convention.- The con- 
vention was deemed a success. The at- 
tendance of people from the interior 
might have been more full, but it was 
large enough to show that our christian 
population, in all parts of the state, is 
alive to the great and good work of the 
Sunday School. The reports of the 
delegates showed, that in some of the 
interior counties the population is well 
supplied with Sunday schools, while in 
other counties there is a lamentable de- 
ficiency. There should be a Sunday 
school wherever there is a day school. 
The school house that is open through 
the week, can ordinarily, be used on 
Sunday. And we think that one of the 
first things attempted should be the es- 
tablishment of little Sunday schools in 
all the counties of the state. The con- 
vention has, no doubt, given the work 
an impulse, and deepened the hold of 
it on all christian hearts. Thanks are 
due to those who projected it and car- 
ried it through. And all people should 
be grateful to those who prepared the 
addresses, and who otherwise contribu- 
ted time and thought to the objects of 
the convention. We hope the benefits 
of it are to be felt in all our schools, in 
city and country. We give to the re- 
ports all the space we can spare in this 
number, though the sketches must 
needs be meagre. An article on the 
second page treats of the essentials of a 
Sunday school. The full printed re- 
ports of the proceedings will soon be 
given to the public.

The Alumni Gathering. 

The anniversary exercises of the ‘‘As- 
sociated Alumni of the Pacific Coast,” 
took place on Wednesday of last week. 
It was the Commencement day of the 
College of California. At 3 o’clock, p. 
m., Rev. Dr. Stone, President of the 
Association, called the assembly to or- 
der; Rev. E. G. Beckwith offered pray- 
fr. Rev. S. H. Willey then read a 
carefully prepared statement of the pre- 
liminary steps of the negotiation which 
resulted in the establishment of the 
State University, and the promise of | 
disincorporation onthe part of the Col- 
lege of California. The paper is of his- 
torical importance, and will be printed 
in the Alumni proceedings. Next came 
the oration, by Rev. I. E. Dwinell, D. 
D., of Sacramento. It was heard with 
close attention by the large audience 
present. It satisfied the critical, by its 
breadth and solidity of thought; while 
its finished style and impressive rhetor- 
ic charmed the whole assemblage. We 
will not attempt to outline the oration, 
nor even to set forth its fundamental 
thought. All should secure it in its 
printed form; and when they read it, 
they will see with what power of logi- 
cal illustration, and with what christian 
manliness the orator vindicated the 
claims of the supernatural to a chief 
place in our system of liberal education. 

After the oration, came the poem, by 
Charles Warren Stoddard. It was short 
and graceful, full of poetic expressions, 
and delivered with the mellow, plain- 
tive utterance for which the poet is 
noted, 

After these literary exercises, came 
the business meeting of the association. 
The Treasurer's report showed a small 
deficiency, and the sum needed fcr the 
year's expenses was estimated, and, as 
usual, raised on the spot: ‘The follow- 
ing officers were chosen for the ensuing 
year: President, Hon. J. B. Felton; 
Secretary and Treasurer, Chas. A. Wet- 
more (the Valedictorian of the fore- 
noon). Other members of the Execu- 
tive Committee, Dr. §. Merritt, Louis 
R. Lull, Esq., and Rey. H. Willey. 
Several honorary members were elected, 
among them the poet of the day. 

At half-past 5 o’clock, a procession 
was formed to move supperward. The 
tables were spread in the College chap- 
el. Nearly one hundred and fifty 
Alumni and invited’ guests were pres- 
ent. The room was lined with ladies. 
As the speaking -hegan; many more 
crowded in around thedoor. Rev. Dr. 
Stone presided gracefully, and made an 
eloquent address of welcome. Much of 
the speaking was of a superior order. 
Eleven o’clock came before the list was

[The following account is condensed 
from the very excellent and full report 
of the T’imes:] 

This body assembled June 2d, at Cal-

A committee of 
three was appointed, consisting of Gen- 
eral E. B. Babbitt, J. A. Eaton, and 
James Kirkpatrick, to submit nomina- 
tions for permanent officers. Dr. Luckey 
read Scripture, and offered prayer; the 
congregation joined in singing ‘‘ All 
hail the power of Jesus’ name.” Rey. 
Dr. Wadsworth, pastor of Calvary 
church, then delivered a sermon from 
the text: ‘“Those that be planted in the 
house of the Lord shall flourish in the 
courts of our God.” Ps. 92:13. 

Junz 3p>—The convention met at half- 
past 9 o’clock. After devotional ever- 
cises, the committee on nomination of 
officers reported. The following were 
elected officers: President, Hon. E. D. 
Sawyer; Vice-Presidents, Messrs. J. B. 
Roberts, L. L. Alexander, W. R. Wads- 
worth, and Charles Goodall; Recording 
Secretary, S. S. Roberts; Correspond- 
ing Secretary, R. J. Trumbull. In the 
absence of J. W. Stow, Esq., who was 
to have delivered an address on ‘‘A 
Blessing upon our Convention,” the 
President made a few remarks, and ex- 
pressed his thanks for the honor confer- 
red upon him. He rejoiced to meet so 
many, from all parts, interested in Sun- 
day schools, the nurseries of the church. 
The training of the young in christian 
knowiedge is a noble work. There are 
about 150,000 children in the state that 
need such’ training. Past neglect in 
fhis matter will, it is hoped, be hence- 
forth remedied. The children need to 
be educated in christian faith, that they 
may grow up christian men and women. 
He bade the delegates from the moun- 
tains and valleys a hearty welcome. It 
was resolved that all officers, teachers, 
and friends of Sunday schools in the 
state, who were present, be considered 
members of the convention, and also 
that all present from beyond the state 
be invited to take part in the proceed- 
ings.

The Grand Army of the Republic and others 
performed the ceremony of decorating the graves 
of the fallen soldiers of freedom, on the 7th 
inst. The Grand Army numbered between 600 
and 700 scarred veterans of the war. They were 
under the command of Colonel John C. Cre- 
mony, Grand Marshal, and in their front were 
borne three torn and blood-stained battle flags. 
After the Defenders came a large multitude of 
people, mounted and in carriages. At the cem- 
etery Marshal Cremony opened the ceremony by 
reading the order of General Logan, Commander 
in Chief of the Grand Army, directing the cere- 
mony to be performed throughout the United 
States. General O. H. La Grange was then in- 
troduced. In a voice clear, and strongh enough 
to be heard by all, he made a feeling address. 
At the conclusion of Gen. La Grange’s address 
the band played a solemn dirge, and then a 
prayer was offered up by Rev. Dr. Cox, Caap- 
lain of the day.

The Rev. J. A. Benton was then introdueed 
by the Vice-President, who proceeded to deliver 
the Commencement oration, on Empire, or Some 
of the Problems before Mankind, which occupied 
nearly an hour. The orator retired to his seat 
amid the plaudits of the audience, whose atten- 
tion he had rivéted on himself from the first 
sentence to the last word. 

The graduates present, four in number, were 
addressed in Latin by the Vice-President, and 
received from the hands of Mr. Campbell, the 
Associate Principal of the College school, Mas- 
ter of Ceremonies, their diplomas. 

The graduates of the year are: John Lyman 
Beard, Mission San José, (absent) second honor; 
number of marks, 4.381. Clinton Day, Oak- 
land, second honor: marks, 4.269. Charles 
Allen Dudley, Mokelumne Hill, first honor; 
marks, 4.554. Richard Eugene Poston, Marys- 
ville, first honor; marks, 4.655. Charles Au- 
gustus Wetmore, Oakland, first honor; marks, 
4.754, 

The highest mark for the class exercise was 5. 
There were five grades of honor—4.50 for the 
course gives a first honor; 4.25 to 4.50 gives a 
second honor, and so on to the fifth, with dif- 
ferences of 25-100. 

The degree of A.M. was conferred upon two 
of the graduates of the first class of 1864—

Steam Cultivation in England. 


Some of the people who have pur- 
chased steam tackle have not derived 
advantage from it; they had, by endea- 
yoring to get over too large a surface, 
sacrificed one of the main benefits of 
steam cultivation, namely, depth of cul- 
tivation. This depth was as valuable 
for light land, as it is admitted to be for 
heavy; for while in the case of heavy 
land it loosens it, in the case of light 
land the depth of cultivation enables it 
to retain the moisture in time of drought. 
Allusion was made to the danger aris- 
ing from the deep cultivation by bring- 
ing up harsh and unkind soil to mix in 
the finer cultivated portion of the old 
surface. But this fear of danger—for 
in many cases it is only fear, and noth- 
ing more—arises from a fallacy or mis- 
apprehension of what is conveyed or in- 
tended to be conveyed by the advocates 
of deep cultivation. There is a wide 
difference between deep stirring of the 
under soil, and a deep ploughing which 
tends to bring that undersoil to the sur- 
face. I quite believe that danger is 
likely to arise, and in some cases does 
arise, from the too rapid bringing up to 
the surface of the harsh, unkindly soil; 
but, then, by a more perfect system of 
deep stirring of the under soil, which in 
the first place loosens it, and makes it 
ready to receive the deep-going roots of 
some plants, and ultimately brings it up 
to the surface, far higher results are 
obtained. Much could I say on this 
subject, but must refrain. Another 
thing likely to retard the progress of 
steam cultivation is the idea held by 
some that it will supercede horse power 
altogether. This is a mistake, and is 
calculated to give erroneous notions of 
what steam-power can do. With few 
exceptions, steam can only be used as 
an auxiliary—true, a very powerful aux- 
iliary, for it will do the heaviest and 
largest amount of work, leaving but a 
minimum of the work to be done by the 
plough—but then, ploughing is not the 
only work which has to be done on the 
farm, and for what remains horse-power 
is, and as far as I can see at present, 
ever will be required on afarm. To 
talk, then, as some do, of horse-power 
being altogether done away with on a 
farm by the introduction of steam culti- 


» vation, is not correct; indeed, some 


might be inclined to characterize it in 
harsher terms, and call it nonsense. 
Where steam power is used to cultivate 
afarm, the number of the horses for- 
merly employed may be, and will be, 
reduced, and the reduction may effect a 
large saving, for a horse is an expensive 
animal to keep. In this country, cer- 
tainly not less than £25, and more pro- 
bably £30, may be set down as the an- 
nual cost of a horse. 

I visited lately the farm of Mr. James 
Howard, where I saw the conjoined 
working of steam and horse-power car- 
ned out with admirable effect. Mr. 

oward is a believer in what I have 
above said, that steam power is only an 
auxiliary; and the way in which he uses 
his horses to supplement the steam 
plough—horses, as he says, which he 
hust have on his farm, and which he 
cannot afford to keep idle—is charac- 
teristic, and worthy of a word or two of 
description here. Mr. Howard uses the 
cultivator, not the plough, for working 
the soil, and immediately the stubbles 
are cleared he sets to work, and making 
long days with the steam engine, he gets 
through the immense portion of work 
quckly. The fields thus steam cultiva- 
ted he allows to stand as left till the 
Winter wheat is all got in, after which 
labor the men are relieved, and then the 
horse power is made avajlable for finish- 
ing off the steam cultivated fields. This 
is done by using a double-breasted or 
nould-board plough, which throws the 
land up in ridges after the fashion of 
turnip land, a pair of horses being ca- 
Pable of doing from two and one-half to 

ree acres per day of this work. The 
land is thus thrown up in the best pos- 
Sible way to receive the ameliorating in- 

uences of the atmosphere during win- 
terand spring; and a splendi@ tilth is 
the result. Nothing more in the way of 
cultivation is required; the manure in 
ng is laid between the ridges, and 

€ seed is put in in the usual way. 
Mr. Howard, by this system, never fails 
to get a good turnip crop, and in land 
Which cannot be called good turnip 
land. I was well satisfied at the clean 


appearance of the land under this sys- 
tem. And here I may remark, that I 
have noticed as a rule, that land work- 
ed by the cultivator is cleaner than land 
worked by a plough. I could, if space 
were at command, give a reason for this 
which I think would be acceptable to 
the reader, but must allow this to lie 
over to another opportunity. The finest 
and best cultivated farm, and one sin- 
gularly free from weeds, I ever saw, had 
not been touched the plough for 
years. It was in marked contrast to the 
fields of the neighboring farms which 
surrounded it.— Wisconsin Farmer. 


Forest Trees. 

In a recent address before the Farm- 
ers’ Club of the American Institute, Mr.- 
Andrew S. Fuller dwelt at some length 
upon the importance of the cultivation 
of forest trees, adding the following 
practical observations: 


The different species of foreign ma- 
ples, such as Norway, English and syc- 
amore, ripen their seeds about the same 
time as our sugar maple, and may be 
treated in the same manner. Chestnut, 
oak, hickory, beech, black walnut, but- 
ternut, &¢.,all ripen their seeds in au- 


tumn; and I believe it is the best plan to | 


sow them soon after being gathered, un- 
less it be in sections of the country where 
the ground is liable to be frequently 
frozen and thawed during the winter. 
In localities where the weather in win- 
ter is very changeable, all kinds of har- 
dy-tree seeds may be safely preserved 
inthe followingmanner: Select atight, 
strong box; in the bottom of this place 
a thin layer of sand; on this put a layer 
of seed; then a little more sand, and so 
alternately until the box is ful]; nail on 
the cover, and then bury the box in the 
open ground, covering it a foot or more 
deep. A dry sandy knoll is the best 
place, if handy; if not, set the box on 
the open ground, and make a large 
mound of earth over it. The common 
sweet chestnut is generally thought to 
be a difficult seed to keep through win- 
ter, but buried in sand, as I have de- 
scribed, it will usually be as fresh and 


sound in spring as when first gathered» 


fromthetree. Ihave also preserved the 
chestnut and similar seeds by packing 
in damp moss and then placing them 
in a cool cellar. Rats and mice are 
very fond of most kinds of tree seeds, 
and they should be placed beyond the 
reach of these pests of the farm and 
garden. | 

It is scarcely necessary for me to call 
your attention to the fact that forest- 
tree culture can be made a profitable 
business, even more so, in many locali- 
ties, than any of our farm crops. Neither 
will you expect me at this time to desig- 
nate the best species or varieties for cul- 
ture, inasmuch as soils, locations and 
markets differ very widely, and each 
may demand a particular kind. For in- 
stance the common white birch is usu- 
ally considered one of the most worth- 
less species of native trees; still, near 
some of the manufacturing towns where 
its wood is used for making spools it 
commands a much greater price than 
oak, hickory, chestnut, and many simi- 
lar kinds of timber... Even the much- 
despised ailanthus, for some locations 
and soils, is most valuable. It grows 
rapidly upon poor, light soil; and al- 
though it does not attain a very large 
size, still its wood is well adapted to 
many other purposes besides that of 
fuel. 

There are many other similar instances 
that might be named where the local 
value of the species is far above its gen- 
eral one. But all these things will be 
learned in time, and the most that we 
can expect at present is to call the atten- 
tion of the masses to the importance of 
the subject; for we know full well that 
when our people become aware that 
there isa rich field open to them, they are 
ready to occupy and make it yield a full 
return. We hatte to regret that the art 
of planting forest trees has not received 
that attention fron our people which its 
importance demands. It may be said 
that, as it is a branch of horticulture, it 
is encouraged by nurserymen and all 
others who are engaged in the cultiva- 
tion of trees. But I do not believe that 
arboriculture will ever reach the high 
position which it deserves until it is 
studied thoroughly and encouraged as a 
separate profession.

Sow Corn For Fopper.—Dairymen 
should remember that sowed corn, as a 
fall feed for milch cows, has received 
the endorsement of the majority of the 
profession for years. Itis grown with 
the greatest ease, and yields most pro- 
fusely. Itis rich, succulent, and con- 
sequently just the thing for cows at the 
time when pastures begin to fail in the 
fall. It may be sown either broadcast 
or in drills. The common varieties are 
usually sown, but at the Belvidere Con- 
vention sweet corn was very highly 
spoken of. There is no doubt it yields 

erichest food. The next best is prob- 
ably some variety of the flintcorn. Cut 
and well cured before frost, there is no 
better winter fodder, and there is noth- 
ing that can be produced more profita- 
bly. All kinds of stock will eat it with 
avidity. A dairy farm at the East with- 
out its patch of sowed corn is an ex¢ep- 
tion. Western dairymen will find full 
as much need-for fall feed, and we know 
of nothing better to recommend to their 
notice. w from two to three bushels 
of corn per acre, if broadcast, and cover 
with the cultivator. 


It is advisable in the construction of 


‘poultry houses, te use pine lumber—the 


more pitch it contains the better—as 
this is very offensive to poultry vermin. 
Some think it pays wel! to make the 
roosting cribs of pine boughs as a protec- 


tion from their greatest enemy—lice.
